Mrs. Romine was 64 years old and had 
made her home with Mr. Dees for some time. 
She was an estimable lady, and had many 
friends who were shocked by the suddenness of 
her death. 

She leaves one son, grown, who resides in 
Crowley. He endeavored to get here last night 
in response to a telegram, but as the train did not 
pass through Crowley, was unable to reach the 
city.
